Astherefore the 
immenſemercy of God would not beholde the vniuerſall death 
and deſtruQtion of our nature, according tothat ſaying of /ere- 
my,Lament.z.cap.2 2. It ts the mercy of the Lorde that we are not 
conſumed : So the eternall and ynchangeable righteouſneſle of 
Godrequired a fatisfaRion for the offence and for the puniſh.

For, thinke, Ipray you, howe greattheforce of 
Gods wrath is againfl ſinne,when he could notbepacified with 
any other ſacrifice, but by the paſsion and death of theimmacu- 
late Lambe: And we indeedby the greatnefle of thisremedie 
may cſtcemethe greatneſle of our fickneſſe and fore , For, as 
Hrppocrates ſaith, unto extream diſeaſes we muſt lay extreame re- 
medics, Againe,how great mercy isthere in God not ſparing his 
only begotten ſonne, bur gia ghim for vsall,and giuing vs with 
him all things alſo? The ſonineofGad adorning and amplifien 
thismercy Ph, lohn 3.16. So Godlowed the world that hee ſent 
his onely begotten ſonne , that enery one which beleeneth in him 
ſhouldnot periſh but haxe life exerlaſting. Notably therefore ſaith 
Clement B,of Alexandria: Afar i belowed of God: For bow ſhould 
he not bee beloued,, for whoſe ſake the onely begotten ſoune of God 
was ſent from the boſome of his father?

fftll m death, and in the graue, (vhich was a thing {mpoſſt- 
ble) he hadnot reſfozed thoſe bleſſings vnto vs, vhich are op- 
poſed and ſet againſt moſt grienonsenils. To the end ther- 
fore, that —_— ſhould not be onelie the remoouing of 
eutill from vs, but allſd the placing of benefits fo2 vs : he roſe 
againe from death the third daie , md making his glozious 
trinumph,and beginning his enerlaſting kingdome tn vs, he 
reſfo:eth vs vnto righteonſneſſe ndlife enerlaſting : as Da- 
niel in the 9.cap.24.verſe ſaith, Scuenty weeks are determined 
ypon thy people, and yponthy holy citie , to finiſh the wicked- 
nefle , toſeale vpthe ſinnes, to reconcile the iniquitie, andto 
bring in everlaſting righteouſneſſe,&c. But althongh this de- 
ftinaton of the effects of the paſſion and reſarrection of Chziſk 
ſeme vaine vato mante men : yet notwithſtanding ſeing 
the Apoſtle S. Paule ſo often ſpeaketh hereof , (and ſpecialite 
in the 3.cap. Philippians 10.verſe. That Imay knowe him and 
the yertue of his reſurreRtion, andthe fellowſhip of hisafflitions 
and be made conformable ynto his death,&c.) let vs without 
feare of cauilling follow the ſpeech o2 ſaying of Paule, ad left 
vs know that we muſt conſider both the merit and efficacie 
of Cheilt crucified, and riſen from death to life : Like as 
Paulin 5,Rom.6. ioyneth together grace,and the gift by grace, 
And S:Tohn Baptiſt ſaith, r.cap.verſe 1 7.by Chiiſt came grace 
and truth. Theſe are not ſpoken tocozrnpt the article of tuſtt- 
fication,vhercin we diſcerne wilelie imputation from gifts, 
and erp:eſlte do affirme that wehane remiſſion of ſinnes nd 
reconciliation with God, and ſmputatcon of,xightgguſneſſe 
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foz the onelie obedience and merit of Thi : but that the 
fall and vhole benefit of Ch2iſt be not thereby obſcured: which 
is not onclie imputatton , but alſo a renining and raifing as 
gaine from death to life nd glozte enerlaſfing.To be bztefe: 
it is one thing to ſpeake of the article of tuſtification, and an 
other thing to ſpeake of the vhole kingdome of Chziff , uhtch 
containeth (as the ancients do ſpeake) graces pztnatine and 
poſitine; that is, not onclie deliuerances from entls,but alſo 
reſfozings vntoo2 giftes of enerlaſftng bleſinges . But 
often as wee diſpute of theſe matters, in Churches and 
Sc<wles,lct vs follow Paulesrule hich biddeth vs, 2, Tim.

dreamesof that Chiiſt was; and ſo haue manie herecickes alwaicsthoughe 
thelewess and held opinion, as Samoſatenus, Neſtorins and others, 

And Ifeare that euen thisphiloſophie ſtirres vp great tumults 
in the mindes of manie men ar this day : Butlet the godlic ones 
fully belecue, wee muſt ſocfteeme of God,cuen as hee himſelfe 
inſtruteth ys in hisreſtimonies. Theſe doaffirme thatthere is 
not onely in Chriſt humaine nature, butalſo the veric diuine cf(-

our Saujour Chriſt, that he would haue mercie ypon vs, and bee: 
our Mediator vnto hisfather, that he would forgiue vs our finnes, 
giue vs his bolie ſpirit and life eucrlaſting , and bee ourdefender 
and helperinthe daungers of this life againſt the furics of the 
Duels, and the wicked ones in this worlde, Such a kind of pray- 
cr yeeldeth rightlie omnipotencie vnto the Sauiour, and wit- 
neſleth that he is God, But y indeed his kingdom is nota world« 
lie policie,but ſpirituall and erernall. Theſe Arguments do cons 
firme the ſame, The benefire ofthe Sauiour pertaineth vnto the 
yniuerſall Church,fromthe beginning of the world vnto the end 
ofthe fame. Now if the kingJome of Chtift had binpolitike, ie 
ſhould not haue broughr anie profit or vtilicie vnto the Fathers 
and Prophers which haue departed out of this life, before the c6- 
ming ofthe Sauiour. Therefore nothing ſhoulde their prayers 
and hope differin this caſe from the dreame of the golden fiſh,

may we doubt any thing, but that the Tewes and others (drea- 
ming ofthe kingdome of Chriltto be politicall) are wrapped in 
the greateſterror, and blinded in the ignoraunce of the greateſt 
matters? Alſo manie were woont to aske of ys what werethe be=- 
nefitesof Chriſts kingdom: Touching this queſtion the Pſalme 
maketh anſwere ; That the Sauiour of the wolrdeſhall nor giue 
richesand Countries, but Righteouſnefſe and Peace, But Righ- 
teouſneſle {ignifieth in this place Forgiuenes of finnes, and re- 
conciliation with God , or imputation vnto righteouſnes, or ac- 
ceptation ynto life cuerlaſting : wherewith after our reſurreion 
ſhall be ioyned full and perteQt newneſſe inflamed with ſpiritu- 
all motions, ſuch as the lawe of God requireth. This truerighte- 
ouſnes differeth inflnitelie from diſcipline, which is onely aſha- 
dow of outward workes,and a miſerable and vncleane hypocri- 
fie, Peace in this place may not bee ynderſtoode of a politike 
cace,which is nothing but a vaine name, as Plato ſaith : bur it 
muſtbe ynderſtood touching the true conſolation and tranqui- 
litie ofmindes, which is the ouercommerof death, For true itis 
which Chriſt our Sauiour ſaid: eh.

gather and renfue the Church with his wozde and holie ſpirif 
giuen, and topzotec her wonderfullie againſt the dinels and 
tyzants, t after this life to raiſe her members vp from death 
to life,and bzing them to his eternall Father.Dut of this de- 
ſcription mate be taken the difference of Chaiſtes kingdome 
and a politike kingdome.

Ltke as he des 
fended Dauid againſt Golias and others; as he ſaued the 3.men 
in the burning onen :; Daniel! amongff the Lions, and Ionas in 
the uhales belly; And al men vhich call vpon God, map declare 
and ſpeak of ſome delincrances vhich thep haue had;vhen they 
haue beene manifeſtlie pzeſeraed beſides nd without ſecond 
cauſes. Farthermoze, vhereas the church is foz moſt part rent 
in peeces withdiſcozds of optnions and feleth the cruelticof ty- 
rants;this pſalme pzomiſeth her delſuerance from the wicked 
craft ofhereticks,and violence of Nero,Dioclefian and ſuch like The applicsri- 
ty:ants, But truly then A thinke vpon this verſe the fable of en ofthe fable 
the Uſper and the palme commeth into my minde : Foz like *2<hin? em 
as the viper is with the palme leaues nouriſhed, and with the "—_— "_ 
ſame againe deſtroped; ſo Heretikes abuſing the ſcripture are 
refuted by the fteſfimonies of ſcripture rightly conferred:as al- 
though Samoſatenus cozrupteth the firſt chapter of S.lohns goſ- 
pel; yet in the conrſe of the ſame ſermon x conference of other 
teſftimontes he map be enidently refuted o2 conninced.3But as 
vnto Ty:ants apperftaineth this Pſalme in this place doth no- 
tably comfo2t vs;He ſhall deliver their ſoules from falſhoode and 
wrong. 8c, That is, he hall inflame their hearts with joy and
